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JASPER CARTER SHOT 
WOMAN AND HIMSELF 


Fired Three Shots, All Taking 


Hffect, at Gentry 
Mclew. 


PUT BALL INTO OWN BRAI 
AFTER SHOOTING WOMAN 


Both Were Taken to the Grady Hos- 


pital, Where the Announcement 
Was Made That Neither 
Could Recover from 
Injuries. 


Jasper Carter died at Grady hos- 
pital this morning at 2 o’clock. 


Begging and pleading for her life and 
asking him not to shoot her, Gentry Mc- 
New, 20 years old, was shot and fatally 
wounded at 19 Collins street, at 10:15 
o'clock last night py Jasper D. Carter, 
of Tampa, Fla. Immediately after shoot- 
ing the woman Carter placed the muz- 
zle of the revolver against his own head 
and sent a bullet crashing through his 
brains. 

Both parties were removed to Grady 
hospital in an ambulance. The hospital 
physicians say the woman will probably 
die. ‘ 

The woman was shot three times, one 
ball going into her head just over the 
left eye, one in the left shoulder and the 
other in the left arm. She was conscious 
for a half hour after she was shot, but 
became unconscious, while on the operat- 
ing table at Grady hospital. 

When asked about the shooting the 
woman sald Carter asked her to go to 
Tampa with him, and she refused to do 
80. He exhibited a revolver and satd he 
would kill her if she did not, She still 
told him she would not go and he then 
told her to prepare to dle. 

The woman begged and pleadea with 
Carter not to kill her, all the while 
trying to secure possession of the re- 
volver that he held in his hand. After 
apparent?y meditating for an instant he 
turned on the woman and fired, the first 
bullet taking effect just over the left 
eye, while the second and thira entered 
the left shoulder of the woman. 

Immediately afterwards Carter turned 
the muzzle of the weapon to his own 
head ahd sent a bullet crashing through 
his brain just over the right ear. 

The women in the house heard the 
shots and ran to the street, screaming 
for the police. Chief of Police John W. 
Ball and Detective Sergeant Bedford 
were a short distance away and hurried 
to the scene of tbhe shooting. 


A Grewsome Sight. 

The door to the woman's room was 
locked. Sergeant Bedford broke it open 
and as the two officers entered a grew- 
some sight met their gaze. Lying on the 
floor, with blood streaming from holes in 
their heads, lay Carter and the McNew 
woman. His right hand, still grasping 
the deadly weapon, lay across her body. 
He was unconscious. She was moaning 
and groaning, evidently suffering intense 
agony. 

Chief Ball telephoned {mmediately for 
a Grady hospital ambulance, and the 
wounded persons were carried to that 
institution and everything possible done 
for their relief. 

A squad of officers, composed of Cap- 
tain Moon and Patrolmen Mayo, Spradlin, 
Tibbs, Bone and Gilleland and Detectives 
White and Fogg. were at the house in a 
short time and had a hard time keeping 
back the morbid, curlous crowd. i 

Several months ago the McNew woman, 
who was born and reared in Atlanta, 
went to Tampa, Fla. While there she 
met Carter, who became infatuated with 
her, as letters found on his person show. 
Three months ago she returned to At- 
lanta and was followed here by Carter. 
He tried in every manner to force him- 
self on her, but she refused his advances, 
Two weeks ago he secured admission to 
the house in which she was residing and

After being in the house a few min- 
utes Carter asked a young man, who 
had gone there with him, to excuse him 
for an instant, as he desired to talk 
with the McNew woman. The two 
went into a front room, laughing and 
talking as they walked down the hall- 
way. A few minutes later four shots 
were heard, and several persons in the 
house tried to get into the room, but 
found the door locked. They called for 
the police, and it was left for Chief Ball 
and Sergeant Bedford to break open 
the door for the exposition of the grew- 
some sight, 

Gentry McNew’s mother heard of the 
tragedy a short time after the shooting, 
and went immediately to Grady hospital. 
She would not talk about the matter. 

Carter has had a checkered career. 
He has been a telegraph operator, sta- 
tion agent, drummer and salesman.

OPIUM GANG 
TAKEN IN TOW 


United States Secret Service 
Men Capture Band of 
smugglers, 


Washington, May 23.—Chief Wilkie, of 
the secret service, today gave out the 


following statement: 

“Secret service agents detailed at the 
request of Assistant Secretary Armstrong 
have been investigating the suspected 
smuggling of opium between .Seattle and 
Portland. After three months’ work un- 
der the direction of Operative Frank 
Burke, who was specially detailed for 
this service from the New York division, 
the investigation closed at midnight Sun- 
day last with the seizure of $20,000 worth 
of crude opium and the arrest of S. B. 
Stevens, alias Tuttle, W. S. Cree and 
Alfred Larsen, all of Seattle. Stevens, 
who ig said to be wealthy, is charged 
with being the principal in the enter- 
prise, which has been conducted success- 
fully, it is said, for several years. His 
methods, it is stated, were unique, in 
that he never allowed himself to be dl- 
rectly connected with the handling of the 
contraband opium. Chinese merchants 
at Victoria imported the opium from 
China, délivered it to agents of Stevens, 
who, it is said, placed it aboard a fast 
launch owned by him, and it was landed 
during the'night at a point near Seattle. 
He had two skeleton planos, and tw9 
large iron safes into which the opium 
was packed, the planos were then boxed, 
the safes covered with burlap and the 
entire consignment shipped by freight to 
four fictitious persons at Portland, where 
the distributors got possession of the 
opium, which was marketed by 
When emptied the pianos were reshipped 
to Seattle to be similarly used again.”

North Atlanta and al) the terri- 
tory to the east of that section, this side 
of the tracks of the Southern railway, 
will be incorporated by Atlanta. 

These things were decided upon during 
the session of council yesterday after- 
noon, after a rather sharp debate. 

There were only three votes against the 
proposition to purchase Piedmont park. 
The extension of the city Iimits was voted 
for unanimously by both branches of 
the general council. 

The entire matter is therefore up to the 
mayor for action and it will meet with 
his approval. 

The action of council yesterday ‘after- 
noon was exactly what Mayor Howell 
has peen working for. When the propo- 
sition was made to purchase Piedmont 
park for the city, he took a firm stand In 
an interview which he gave The Consti- 
tution, declaring that he would oppose 
the purchase of the park and veto any 
resOlution providing for its purchase un- 
less the reSidents of North Atlanta 
agreed to have their section incorporated 
as a part of Atlanta. 

The firm stand which the mayor took 
and which he maintained despite all op- 
position and notwithstanding the pres- 
sure that was brought to bear upon him, 
has resulted in adding the most valuable 
residence section of FultOn,county to At- 
lanta. has increased both the population 
of the municipality and the revenue of 
the city. ; 

Mayor Is Commended. 

“Tl think Mayor Howell ought to be 
very highly commended for the way in 
which he has managea this question,’ 
declared Alderman Inman during the ses- 
sion of council yesterday when he was 
called upon to answer a question re- 
garding the financlering of the propo- 
sition. 

The incorporation of North Atlanta will 
increase the population by about 3,000 
and will give the municipality some very 
deSirable citizens. It will increase the 
revenue of the city about $35,000 or 
$40,000 annually. The territory to be 
incorporated includes about 650 square 
acres of valuable property. 

Both the purchase of the park and the 
extension of the city limits were decided 
upon Wy a conference in the office of 
Mayor Howell yesterday morning. The 
conference was attended by several. mem- 


bers of cOunc!l and by various residents 
of North Atlanta. The residents agreed 
to have their section become a part of 
Atlanto during the session of the genera] 
aSsembly next month and to commence 
paying taxes to the city from the first 
of next January. 

The purchase of the park and the ex- 
tension of tne city ilmits were treated 
of in two separate resolutions, both in- 
troduced as one and both presented by 
Councilman Martin F. Amorous, chair- 
man of the special committee which has 
had the matter of the purchase of Pled- 
mont park under advisement. and who 
has been materially assisted by the work 
and advice of Councilman Peters, 


Text of the Resolutions. 
The two resolutions are as follows: 


‘Resolved, by the mayor and general] 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
property known as Piedmont park, cover- 
ing the acreage, about !85 acres, and 
improvements thereon within the fence 
as now erected around said park, or 
within the understood lines, be purchased 
from the owner, the Exposition company, 
for the sum of $50,000, less amout of 
stock donated to this purpose by the 
stockholders, computed according to mar- 
ket value. This purchase to be made sub- 
ject to existing mortgage. This mortgage 
is not assumed, but the price paid and 
the purchase thus made is subject to 
said mortgage, to-wit: $60,000, with 5 
per cent interest annually. Said sum 
herein appropriated to be taken from the 
apportionment to the department of 
finance, 

“This purchase does not include the 
land heretofore sold the Piedmont Driv- 
ing Club, and said $50,000, less the deduc- 
tion aforesaid, be paid as follows: $20,000 
from the same apportionment and we 
recommend the payment of the balance 
by future councils.” 

‘Resolved, by the mayor, and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That our 
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Map of North Atlanta, Showing 
Piedmont Park, Which the City 
Agreed To Purchase Yesterday, and 
Thickly Populated District 
Which Will Be Annexed at Next 
The 
Present City Limits and the Limits 
as They Will Be When Extended, 


representatives in the general assembly 
be. and they are hereby requested to 
secure an amendment to the charter of 
the city of Atlanta whereby the following 
tract of land shall be included within 
and added to the corporate limits of sald

The resolution extending the city limits 
Wags adopted unanimously, and the Pied- 
mont park resolution was adopted by 
the following vote: 

Ayes—Councilmen Hilburn, Holland, 
Goodwin, Turner, Bruce, Breitenbucher, 
Bowen, Amorous and Peters—9. 

Noes—Councilmen Terrell and Quil- 
lian—2. 

Councilman Terrell wanted to pe ex- 
cused from voting, but council refused. 


Aldermanic Board Acts. 

Immediately after the session of coun- 
cil the aldermanic board met under «@ 
Special! call by the mayor, and on motion 
of Alderman Inman, Aldérman Harwell 
seconding, concurred in the action of 
council on the Piedmont park purchase, 
Only Alderman Girardeau voting in the 
negative. When the session began at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon City Clerk Camp- 
bell made the announcement of the ac- 
tion of council during its last regular 
session, which had been merely the filing 
of the committee’s report, and after the 
roll call read for the second time the 
report of the special committee, Coun- 
cilman Amorous chairman, which was 
printed in full by The Constitution last 
Tuesday morning, and which provided 
for the purchase of Piedmont park by 
retiring the $60,000 of bonds and paving 
$39,000 for stock, making a taetal of $99,- 
000. 

Councilman Amorous moved that inter- 
ested cliizens be heard from. 

Colonel W. L. Peel spoke first. He 
said a meeting was held several days ago 
during which resolutions asking council 
to purchase the park had been adopted. 
He called on Dr. Spalding. 

The latter said he believefl the park 
property to be worth five times the 
amount asked for it. 

“It would be a good investment for 
the city if Atlanta waniea to speculate,” 
he said; “it is a better investment for 
the city if it is to be used as a park.’’ 

Dr. Spalding stated that he did not own 
any property outside the city of Atlanta 
and did not own either stock or bonds 
of the exposition company. 

He spoke of the excellence of the park 
for an exposition site and for conven- 
tions. 

“As a@ mere business proposition,’ he 
Said, ‘‘it ig the finest offer I have ever 
heard anywhere, and I can't understand 
how anyone can oppose it. 

“This purchase is not to pe for the 
benefit of North Atlanta. Jt ts for the 
benefit of all the people of the city.’’ 

Alex W. Smith said he lived outside 
the city limits in North Atlanta. He 
could not understand how he would be 
benefited by the purchase of the park, 

‘‘More than $1,000,000 was spent on the 
exposition,’’ he said, ‘and at least three- 
quarters of that amount was spent right 
on the grounds.

WON'T STRUCT 


Hearst Men Are in Favor of No 
- Instructions. 


Temporary Organization of Conven- 
tion Will Be Controlled by the 
Hearst Adherents—Many 
Contests Ars To Be 

' Settled. 


Columbus, Ohio. May 23.—Leaders are 
in conference here today preparatory to 
the democratic state convention of the 
next two days, Nothing seems to be set- 
tled in advance except Webb P. Hunting- 
ton, of Columbus, for secretary of state, 
He has no opposition. 

The Hearst men have for weeks con- 
tended in Ohio for district delegates to 
the national convention at St, Louis, and 
for county delegates to the state conven- 
tion here this week, but they have failed 
to get a majority of either, so that there 
will be no such scenes of contest as were 
expected here during the week. 

The Hearst men are now in favor of no 
indorsement for any one for president. 
This would give them the district dele- 
gates they have secured, while any in- 
structions on the unit rule would pre- 
vent them from getting any votes frem 
Ohio. It seems certain that there will be 
no instructions for either MHearst or 
Parker. 

Hearst afherents tonight say they will 
have a majority in the state central con 
vention tomorrow when contests will be 
determined over 200 delegates from Cuya- 
hoga, Hamilton, Franklin, Montgomery, 
Summit, Miam! and Madison counties. 

Bryan and Hearst partisans say thev 
have, out of 723 delegates, 351, while 
their opponents have 172, with 200 doubt- 
ful. 

Opponentg of Hearst say the contests 
will be decided in their favor by the com- 
mittee on credentials, no matter what the 
state committee does that their poll gives 
them 323 delegates to 200 for Hearst, 
without the 200 contested seats, and 
that when the convention is permanently 
organized any ballot will show 523 against 
200 for Hearst. 

If Hearst’s friends succeed tomorrow 
their action will affect not only 200 
seats in the convention, but also nine 
of the twenty-one congressional districts 
with their nine members of the state 
central committee, and of the regular 
committees, including that on creden- 
tials and on resolutions. 

W. LL. Finley, Ohio manager for 
Hearst as chairman of the state central 
committee will call the convention to 
order Wednesday morning. 

R. T. Starr, chairman, and the rest of 
the temporary oganization are Hearst 
men. When Starr was first selected as 
temporary chairman it was reported that 
he would deMver a keynote speech that 
would carry the convention by storm 
for Hearst, but since Hearst partisans 
are now advocating no indorsement for 
president, the address of the temporary 
chairman is expected to be conciliatory. 
He will, it is sald, declare that the next 
nationa] platform and ticket should be 
made by those who supported the dem- 
ocratic national ticket during the last 
years, 

The Hearst men tonight claim a ma- 
jority in the state central committee to- 
morrow when contests will be determined 
from seven counties, with a total of 200 
votes, 

The Bryan-Hearst men call themselves 
the “‘regulars,’’ and the others the ‘“‘re- 
organizers.”’ The opponents call them- 
selves the ‘‘conservatives’’ and the others 
the ‘“‘radicals.”’ 

The Bryan-Hearst poll of the 723 dale- 
gates is ‘regulars 351, reorganizers 12, 
doubtful 200, the last named including 
contested seats. The conservatives say 
the contests will be decided in their favor 
by the committee on credentials, no mat- 
ter what the state gommittee does; that 
their poll shows 323 conservatives and 
200 radicals without the 200 contested 
feats, and that when the convention is 
permanently organized. any ballot will 
show 523 conservatives to 200 radicals. 
The hope of the radicals ig with state 
committee tomorrow morning and district 
meetings in the afternoon. If they win 
in both, conservatives still claim that 
radical control would end with the tem- 
porary organization, The conservatives 
denounce as absurd the claims that the 
radicals may carry a majority of the dis- 
tricts. It is conceded that the convention 
will be opened by Hearst men. W. L. 
Finley, the Ohio manager for Hearst, as 
chairman of the state central committee, 
calis the convention to order Wednesday 
morning.

James M. Head, of Tennessee; J. G. 
Johnson, of Kansas, and John EH. Osborne, 
of Wyoming. 

A resolution wads adopted providing 
“that all applications for press tickets 
from newspapess for the democratic na- 
tional convention shall be made by and 
in the name of the pudlishers or manag- 
ing editors of the newspapers, and must 
be filed with Charles H. Mann, press gal- 
lery, house of representatives, Washing- 
ton, D. C., on or before June 8. Applica- 
tions for press tickets frorh persons other 
than those indicated above will not be 
recognized.”’ 

A total of 702 seats will be provided 
for press workers. Of that number 352 
seats are for correspondents or local 
newspaper workers... These will have 
tables. The remaining 350 seats will be 
reserved for representatives of the week- 
ly press and publishers.

| REV. J. W. TRAWICK IS DEAD. 


Was One of the Oldest and Most Re- 
spected Citizens. 
Cedartown, G&a., May 25.—(Special.)— 
Rev. J. W. Trawick, a venerable and 
highly esteemed citizen of this place, 
passed away Sunday; aged 8!/ years. He 
studied law at Sparta and Sandersville, 
but felt called upon to preach and en- 
tered the Methodist ministry, in which 
he has served some of the best appoint- 
ments in the state.

Manila, May 23.—A report has been re- 
celved here from Camp Overton, on the 
island of Mindanao, dated May 15, stating 
that a massacre had taken place on the 
i2th instant near Malabang, on the south- 
ern coast of Mindanao. Fifty Filipine 
men, women and children, the families 
of employees of the military government 
at Malabang, were surprised at midnight 
by the Datto Alis and a band of Moros 
from the Rio Grande valley and slaugh- 
tered.

war with each other. The Moro act 
abolishing slavery and establishing a 
form of government wholly at variance 
with what has existed heretofore natural- 
ly has produced some dissatisfaction, but 
for the reasons indicated I regard seri- 
ous opposition as improbable if not im- 
possible. The Philippine commission has 
appropriated out of the congressional re- 
lief fund $150,000 to enable him to build 
roads through Lake Lanao region.

COTTON-MILLS 
SHOW DECREASE 


Fall 


Margin of Profit at 
River Not Very 
Large. 


Fall River, Mass., May 23.—Dividends 
paid by 33 corporations operating sev- 
enty cotton mills in this city in the past 
quarter, show a decrease of 28 per cent, 
as compared with the corresponding 
quarter last year. The dividends aggre- 
gated $239,650 on a capitalization of $2],- 
745,000 and the average was 1.10 per 
cent. Seven corporations capitalized at 
$4,035,000 assessed their dividends and 
four others reduced their dividends one- 
half of | per cent. In view of trade con- 
ditions the showing is not considered a 
poor one. The margin between the cost 
of cotton and the cost of goods has been 
very small, admitting of little or no profit. 
Teh mills ran in gubstantially during the 
quarter, but since the new quarter be- 
gan the production has been cut down 
about 30 per cent.

‘He Says Mergers Are Es- 
sential to the Country’s 
Commerce. 


Chicago, May 23.—Five hundred mem- 
bers of the Llinois Manufacturers’ As- 
gociation and their guests were present 
at the banquet of that organization, 
which was held tonight at the Audito- 
rium hotel. President B. A. Eckhardt, 
of the association, presided. 

The chief address of the evening was 
made by William C. Brown, vice presi- 
dent of the New York Centra] Raglroad 
Company, who spoke on “Our Country 
and Our Rallroads.” He declared that 
the greatness and progress of the na- 
tion hag depended upon the development 
of the railroad, and that one had grown 
at the same rate as the other. He in- 
directly declared himself in favor of the 
combination of railroads, and cited nu- 
merous circumstances in the history of 
the country where people had declared 
against such combinations, where the 
courts had sustained the contentions of 
the people, and yet the logic of events 
had shown both the people and the courts 
to have been mistaken. His description 
of the fight made to prevent railroads 
from building bridges across the Missi- 
sippi provoked much laughter. 

During his speech Mr. Brown said: 

“Tt is not impossible that the lan- 
guage.of the majority of the supreme 
court In recently declining an important 
case may, in the light of the years to 

geem to refiect the clamor of the 
public rather than the calm, judicial 
review of a great question by this exalt- 
ed tribunal. If this shall prove to be 
the case, it will simply be another re- 
markable exact repetition of history in 
eases having many closely analeagous 
features. 

“By legislative amendment or by ju- 
dicial intenpretation the question of rea- 
sonable restraint of commerce, as against 
any restraint whatever, must become a 
part of the Sherman anti-trust law and 
must be considered in its enforcement or 
obstacles tu commercial and industrial 
rrogress are likely to be interposed, the 
gravity of which no one can foreee, and 
only the ‘apse of years can determine.” 

Melville E. Stone spoke on “The Russo- 
Japanese War.’’ He made an earnest plea 
for neutrality on the part of the citizens 
of this country.

HEAVY LOSS AT NEWPORT, ARK. 


Flames Destroy Property Worth Over

S. Pierce to restrain the proposed plan 
of distribution of the aasets of the North- 
ern Securities Company. 

ArguMent was opeged by Zohn G. John- 
gon, representing tbe Northern Securities 
Company. He stated first that the con- 
troversy was not one between stockhold- 
ers. Neither wag it a claim that the 
directérs of the Northern Securities Com- 
hany had exceeded their powers. What 
is In dispute, hé said, Is a plan of the 
Northern Securities Company to distrib- 
ute property which the «<omplainants 
claim to be their own. The case there- 
fore stands, the said, on the question of 
title to the Northern Pacific railroad 
stock which formerly was owned by Har- 
riman and Pierce, and which was after- 
wards acQuired by the Northern Securi- 
ties Company. Mr. Johnson said the 
bill of complaint was insufficient because 
it made mo averment of title, The bill, 
he said, violated the settled principles 
of equity that the complainants were 
Suilty of laches and that at dny rate 
they could not claim interest in new 
Shares of common etgt# which they had 
never owned. Mr. Johnson was tfatner 
caustic in hig references to Mr. Harri- 
man, whom, he said, became a director of 
the Northern Securities Company and a 
atock acquired by the Northern Securi- 
ties Company was acquired with the aid 
of Hafriman’s vote. 

They Want Stock. 

Their present idea, he sald, was to 
seoure for themselves stock of the North- 
ern Pacific railway, which had gone up 
and to leave all other stockholders of the 
Northern Securities Company to serve 
themselves as best they could out of what 
was left and out of what Harriman and 
Pierce in their bill had claimed had de- 
preciated in value. 

Mr. Johnson then read some. teStimony 
given by Mr. Harriman in which the Jat- 
ter stated that the negotiations for the 
sale of his Northern Pacific stock had 
been conducted with J. P. Morgan & 
Co. Mr. Johnson argued that there were 
no constructural relations between Har- 
riman and the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. He quoted from Harriman’'s testi- 
mony to show that at the time the Sales 
were agreed upon Harriman only knew 
vaguely that the stock was to go to a 
holding company and he read Harriman’, 
answers to the effect that in the negotia- 
tions Harriman was not influenced by the 
fact that the gtock was to go to such a 
company. Mr. Johnson read a resolution 
from the proceedings of the directors of 
the Northern Seourities Company shuw- 
ing that this stock, 37,000,000 common 
and 41,000,000 preferred, should be ac- 
quired by about $92,000,00 with pay- 
ments in 82,000,000 of the Northern Se- 
curities stock and by $9,000,000 in cash 
The purchase Wwas authorized ami this, 
Mr. Johnson said, constituted a complete 
sale, leaving Harriman with absolutely 
no rights with respect to the stock,

Mr. Johnson insisted that the contract 
of Harriman tg sell bis stock was a com- 
plete oné Tri its@if and not a continuing 
one as maintained by the complainants 
and that the obligation of the Northern 
Securities to hold the stock of the North- 
ern Pacific Company was not One on 
which WHarriman had any right. This 


prompted Mr. Bedford to remark that he 
understood Mr. Johnson’s point to be that 
the cantinued holding of the Northern 
Pacific stock by the Northern Securities 
Company was one of expectation by Har- 
riman rather than a contract. Mr. John- 
son replied that so far as the record was 
concerned there was nothing to justify 
such an expectation. :

BACK TO MINES 


MEN ARE ORDERED 


‘Order of Executive Board to 
Blocton Strikers 


No Strike Had Been Ordered by the 
Board—Men To Keturn to Their 
Places and Board Will Con- 
sider the Grievances of 
Men at Blocton. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 23.—(Special.)— 
The troubles existing at Blocton between 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company and the United Mine Workers 
of America, relative to the discharge of 
Superintendent Lang has been before the 
executive board of district No. 20 for 
settlement. After hearing the complaint 
of the miners the executive board passed 
a resolution unanimously recommending 
that all men at Blocton employed by the 
Tennessee company should retufn to 
work at once. The executive board will 
take up the matter in the meantime with 
the company officials with the view to 
an amicable adjustment. 

This ig considered a victory for the 
company, as the matter was thoroughly 
discussed in executive session after which 
the following resOlution was passed: 

‘Whereas, The miners at Blocton pass- 
ed a resolution that they would not re- 
turn to work unti] the superintendent, 
Lang, should be removed by the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Railroad Company; 
and, 

“Whereas, While we feel. that miners at 
Blocton have a just cause for complaint, 
yet, by their failing to comply with terms 
of the contract, and our national and dis- 
trict constitutions, we, the executive 
board of district No. 20, cannot take up 
the grievances during a suspension of 
work; therefore, be it 

**Resolved, That we, the executive 
board of district No. 20, do-hereby rec- 
Ommend that all men in the employ of 
the Tennessee company do return to 
work, and that the executive board take 
up the complaints of the miners with the 
Tennessee company with the view to am- 
icable adjustment.” 

No strike has been orderéd and from 
the action of the executive board it is 
not believed there will be one. 

It. is gratifying to the business inter- 
ests of the district, employing union la- 
bor, that President Flinn, of the United 
Mine Workers, has set the precedent that 
unauthorized ‘‘suspension’’ of work by 
miners is a violation of the contract and 
constitution of district organizations, and 
the only suspension which can be made 
legally is by a strike ordered> by the 
proper authority after investigation.

CONTROL OF POOL ROOMS. 


Important Decision by the Louisi- 
ana Supreme Court. 

New Orleans, May 23.—The supreme 
court today, through Justice Monroe, ren- 
dered a decision having an important 
bearing on the pool room situation. The 
court held that it is within the province 
of municipalities in Loulsiana to regulate 
pool rooms by confining their operations 
to certain prescribed localities, even 
though this prescription causes the pool 
rooms to perish from lack of support. 
The municipalities are acting under au- 
thority of an act of the legislature which 
gives them the power to regulate pool 
rooms. The city of Shreveport confined 
the operation of the pool rooms to the 
tenderloin district and the supreme court 
maintains its right to do this.

The Color Line in Réligion. 

The refusal of. the general confer- 

ence of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, at Los Angeles, Cal., to have 
one of the eight new bishops elected 
by that body a negro, after special 
agitation to that end and a plea for 
such recognition by the negro dele- 
gates present, has peculiar signifi. 
eance in pointing a moral as to cer- 
tain federal appointments in the 
south. 
The northern wing of the Methodist 
church, be it remembered, was the 
pioneer of abolition and contributed 
its full share of the spirituality that 
inspired the Harper’s Ferry raid. Af- 
ter the emancipation the colored “man 
and brother’ who emigrated to the 
north was pretty generally welcomed 
to ¢ommunion and full fellowship in 
this denomination, without discrimi- 
nation as to race, color or previous 
condition of servitude. He was per- 
mitted to worship in the “mixed” 
fashion so dear to his heart, with none 
to molest or make him afraid. 

For a generation the negro has been 
a factor in the membership of the 
northern Methodist church, and it Is 
not, therefore, surprising that he has 
grown in grace and boldness to the 
point of asking race representation on 
the episcopal board. The Los Angeles 
conference had bishoprics to burn, so 
to speak, and naturally the man and 
brother felt that the time was oppor- 
tune to advance his claims. Some 
200 negro delegates, representing 
thousands of negro members of the 
church, modestly asked for one of the 
eight new bishops. 

Did they get him? Not much! 
Here was one place where the con- 
ference felt constrained to draw the 
color line, and it was drawn without 
reference to how the man and broth- 
er might feel about it. There is no 
room in the northern Methodist church 
for a bishop of color, no matter what 
the claims of the race for such recog- 
nition or the attainments of one of its 
members for the office. 

The moral is: simple enough. The 
Caucasian will rule, whether in church 
or state, and there are dead-lines of 
public opinion and race pride, even in 
religious organizations, beyond which 
the children of Ham would better not 
venture. 

The same principle and spirit apply 
to the appointment of,negroes to po- 
litical office in the south, the differ- 
ence being that in this instance our 
white brethren at the north are too 
quick to favor the foisting of a negro 
official upon southern citizenship 
against the protests of our people. 
They either have not the ability to 
put themselves in another’s place, or 
are destitute of the breadth of mind 
and heart that would scorn to impose 
an indignity of the kind upon a people 
unable lawfully to prevent such humil- 
iation by the appointive power. 

Perhaps, the action of the Los An- 
geles conference will have a whole- 
some influence upon the color ques- 


‘tion as applied to politics as well as 


religion.

Special School Districts. 

The supreme court by its decision of 
a case from Cobb county has dealt a 
blow to special school districts cstab- 
lighed by local acts of the legislature. 

The case passed on by the court was 
that of T. T. Alexander, et al., against 
Barber, et al., .trustees of the Olive 
Springs schoo] district of Cobb county. 
The suit grew out of a special act pass- 
ed by the legislature at its last ses- 
gion, The Olive Grove district was creat- 
ed by that act and by the terms of the 
measure was made independent of the 
county board of education and under the 
sole control of a board of trustees elect- 
ed by the voters of the district. 

The creation of this district in the man- 
ner mentioned threatened the existence 
of the Douglas Chapel school, adjoining 
the Olive Grove district, and the resi- 
dents of the Douglas Chapel district ap- 
pealed to the superior court. Hon, New- 
ton A. Morris, speaker of the house of 
representatives and author of the bill tn 
question, was employed as attorney for 
the defendant trustees, and W. FE. Tal- 
ley, the well known young Atlanta law- 
yer, was retained by the plaintiffs. 
Judge Gober decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs. 

The case was then taken to the su- 
preme court, where the act creating the 
district Was attacked on constitutional 
grounds. It was contended that the 
schoo} system of the state must be tn!i- 
form under the terms of the constitution, 
and that the act creating the district was 
special legislation in q@ case provided for 
by general legislation, and, therefore, un- 
constitutional. The supreme court gus- 
tained these contentions. 

There are in the state about 100 gchoo] 
districts created by special acts of the 
legislature, and, lawyers say, the valid- 
ity of every one of them has been as- 
wasted by this decision of the supreme 
court. 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Hale Talks of Farm Labor in South. 

Editor Constitution: On my way south 
today from my place in Connecticut to 
look after the making of a peach crop at 
Fort Valley my attention is directed to 
the inclosed editortal paragraph from this 
morning’s Constitution in reference to the 
necessity of increased immigration in the 
further commercial development of the 
south: 

“The Houston Post is convinced that 
the south can assimilate one-third of the 
annual foreign immigration without dis- 
turbing any of her industries. True; and 
if thesouth is to maintain her phenom- 
enal development record she js going to 
have to turn that many immigrants’ this 
way every year for many years to 
come.”’ 

The only hindrance to turning the tide 
at the present time is the very low rate 
of wages now paid laborers in the south, 
This is especially true of farm labor. Pos- 
sible immigrants are not to be tempted 
by the offer of from 60 to 75 cents per 
day of twelve or fourteen hours’ work. 

Such low-priced labor as we have in the 
south now is a serious handicap to our 
prosperity. As a farmer cultivating sev- 
eral thousard acres, both in Georgia and 
New England, employing low paid labor 
on one farm and high-priced labor on the 
other, I am constantly studying the two 
situations. Negro farm labor in 
Georgia is, on the whole, more satisfac- 
tory than the yankees and asSorted for- 
eigners I.am obliged to employ on my 
Connecticut farm. The advantage in 
the north, is however, a ten-hour day 
and double the wages I have to pay in 
Georgia, which forces closer attention to 
every detail of the business, the tilling 
of jess acres, more liberal fertilizing, bet- 
ter soil preparation and tillage, more 
careful] selection of seed, plants and 
preeding stock generally and consequent- 
ly greater profit per acre Or on money 
invested, and it is my candid belief that 
if the wages of farm labor in the south 
could be doubled, while it might seem 
like a hardship at first, planters would 
stop “spreading out so thin’’ over too 
great an acreage, curtail their planting 
to less acreage and then through better 
preparation and tillage secure far great- 
er returns and larger profits. 

In our great staplé cotton crop I know 
many planters who by following inten- 
sive methods of culture secure an aver~- 
age yield that more than doubles the 
average cotton yield of the south, 

But the vast majority do not and will 
not follow intensive culture so long as 
there ig such an abundance of low priced 
labor at hand to tempt them into exten- 
sive planting. 

The south is good for 30,000,000 to 
40,000,000 bales of cotton a year. When- 
ever higher priced labor forces us to bet- 
ter preparation, tillage and culture then 
there will be a chance for at least a p=rt 
of the annual tide of immigration that 
is now pouring into other less favored 


sections of our great country.

Former Governor Rufus G. Bullock, 
who has been spending the winter in At- 
lanta, has gone to his northern home 
to die. ‘ 

While it has been generally known that 
Governor Bullock was in feeble health, 
it was only recently learned that his 
condition was such that he is expected to 
live but a few days at most. 

Governor Bullock left the city Sunday 
night for Savannah, where he took the 
steamer for New York yesterday. From 
New York he will go to Charlestown, R. 
I., where he has made hig summer home 
for years, and this he has of late known 
as home, though he was born in Albany 
county, New York state, March 28, 1834, 
and is now 70 years of age. Governor 
Bullock was accompanied by his wife and 
his gon, Volney Bullock, who have been 
with him during his illness. 

“If I could only drink ence more from 
that spring, I would be content to die,’’ 
he has recently been heard to say, re- 
ferring to a magnificent spring at his 
Charlestown, R. I., home. And his wife 
and son have determined, if it is possible 
to do it, he shall have his wish. 

But a few weeks ago Governor Bullock 
Was able to be about, though very little. 
Feeble, yet able to stand and make a 
speech, he appeared in the hall of the 
house of representatives when tue state 
republican convention was held there on 
March ‘23 last, and there he was given a 


round of cheers when the resolution was 


passed inviting him to a seat on the 
floor. 

Feeble and almost having to be sup- 
ported, he made his way to the speaker's 
stand, where he presented and spoke of 
a resolution calling on congress to punish 
those states which have passed laws in- 
tended to disfranchise the negro, by cut- 
ting down their representation in con- 
gress. This resolution was passed by a

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unanimous vote, and another cheer for 
the famous republican leader was heard 
as he retired to his seat. 

Shortly after this, Governor Bullock 
grew worse. There came a general break- 
down, and for the last month he has 
been confined to his bed in his room at 
the Peachtree inn, where he has been 
stopping with his wife and son. 

Governor Bullock realized that his re- 
maining days were few, but it was his 
desire to spend his last moments in his 
northérn home, though for some days it 
has seemed almost impossible that he 
would be able to make the trip. He was, 
however, firm in his purpose and within 
the last few days it seems he managed 
to summon sufficient strength to make it 
possible for him to start on the journey. 
His condition was such when he left At- 
lanta, however, that some grave doubts 
were expressed as to whether he would 
be able to reach Charlestown alive. 
Nevertheless his determination was such 
that his family decided to make the ef- 
fort, and believing that the sea voyage 
would brace him up for the trip, they 
went by way of Savannah. 

Governor Bullock was governor of Geor- 
gia from July, 1868, to November, 1871, 
during the most stirring times of the re- 
construction period, and he is one of 
the best known figures in Georgia history 
alive today.

Washington, May 23.—(Special.)—Dr. L. 
O. Howard. entomologist of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, returned to Wash- 
ington today from a two months’ per- 
sonal investigation of the boll weevil 
situation in Texas and Mexico.

Postmaster Blodgett Secures Im- 
portant Improvement 


Atlanta Mail Will Be Made Up for 
Carriers by Cierks on Mail 
Cars, and Will Not Be 
Delayed in Postof- 
fice. 


A great improvement In the mall ser- 
vice of Atlanta will Degin July |. 

All the mel]: coming into this city be- 
tween the hours of 6 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 1:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
will be sorted and distributed in transit 
to Atlanta. 

This wiil result in a more rapid distri- 
Dution of mail in the clIty. 

At present there are five déiiveries 
of mail in the business portions of At- 
lanta. Four of these deliveries wil] be 
advanced about fifteen or twenty minutes 
each, and the business men of Atlanta 
will get their mail nearly as soon ag it 


reaches the city. 


The @ecision to grant this concession 
for which Postmaster Blodgett has been 
working for some time was reached yes- 
terday and the announcement was re- 
ceived in Atlanta through The Constitu- 
tion’s: special 
As it is at present there !s a great de- 
lay in delivering the mail when it is 
received in the city and carried to the 
postoffice. It is placed un tables in the 
office and clerks are busily engaged for 
a long time after it is received in sort- 
ing and distributing it into the different 
boxes for the letter carriers and in di- 
viding the mai] wnich goeg to wie dig 
Office and that which should be taken 
to stations A and B. 
During the time that this is being done 
the letter carriers have to i:oaf around 
and much valuable time is lost. 

Sort Mail on Trains. 
Under the new adminisiration a great 
change will take place. All the mail will 
be sorted on the trains before they come 
into Atlanta. 
When they rol) into Atlanta the mail 
will be ready for delivery. That which 
g0es to station B will be separated from 
the other mail and will be sent to that 
station at once, instead of going to the 
main postoffice first. 
The letters and other mail will be 
placed in the boxes of the letter carriers 
in bundles instead of letter by letter, and 
thus time will be gained and quicker 
delivery made poésible. : 
In order to obtain this distribution on 
the train it was necessary to increase 
the force of mai] clerks engaged in the 
government service on these cars. It 
is understood tha. tour mew men have 
been added to the force on the state road 
and it is believed that the entire addi- 
tion to the force will be nine. 

Colonel Blodgett has been working on 
this scheme for some time, and igs much 
gratified that he hag at last been success- 
ful. 

“We want to facilitate the delivery of 
mail aS much as possible,’ said he in 
speaking of the change, ‘‘and in order to 
do this the people who are writing Ict- 
ters and sending mai] to Atlanta should 
help us as muck as they can. 

“Of course the letter carriers and the 
clerks in our office msy know where 
Virgil Jones lives and may be able to 
Geliver a letter ad@ressed to him 
without Other particulars in regard ta 
his whereabuots. 

“But it 1g going to be different with 
the new clerks. on the trains. They 
won't know wtio Mr. Jones is and they 
will be unable to place his letter in the 
right package, so that it will reach him 
withont delay. 

“It is advisable for the prompt delivery 
that a full, complete address be placed 
we age letter, no matter how promi- 
ne the man or the firm is to whom 
the piece of mail is uddressed. 

“If the firm has a box, maii should 
be addresseq to that box. If the mail 
will be delivered from station B “the 
words ‘station B’ should be written on 
the mail, 

“In so far as I know, Aflanta is the 
only city in the south, with the excep- 
tion of New Orleans, where the mail 
will be made up in transit.”

TO COME SOUTH 


ren Are Out of Place in 
North. 


Chicago, May. 23.—There are too many 
negroes in Chicago, according to the Rev. 
D. I. Stinson, chancellor of the Morris | 
Brown college, Atlanta, Gu., who made 
an address at the Institutional African 
Methodist Episcopal church. His subject | 
was “Practical Education for the Masses 
the Redeeming Feature of the Race” 

‘There are 35,000 negro men and women . 
in Chicago today who ought to be started 
down south at once,’’ said Dr. Stinson. | 
“Fifteen years ago I could get plenty of | 
money here for the education of the | 
southern negroes, but when the green, un- 
substantial, ignorant herd of brutes of 
the south came yelping up to Chicago, 
where they have free bars, free street 
cars, free hotels, where they can go as 
they please, talk as they please, things 
were nearly turned upside down. These 
southern negroes are not able to meet 
conditions here. They are ignorant and 
they are deceived. The best negroes stay 
in the south, but instead of telling these 
poor people the truth you in Chicago urge 
them to come where they can vote. 

‘“T would urge the practical and syste- 
matic education of all the faculties of 
the heart, the mind and the head. 

“There are too many poor ministers 
begging through the south. Make your 
daughter a good cook and your son a 
good carpenter.”

DAY SAYS HE OBEYED 
THE VOICE OF DUTY 


@elieves That Under the Circum-; 
stances He Ought Not To Ac- 
oept tlie Position—He Acts 
Only in Obedience to 
His Conscience. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 23.—The most 
Sensational incident of the Methodist gen- 
éfal conference occurred this morning in 
; the resignation of Bishop James R. Day, 

lof Syracuse, N. Y. His resignation was 
accepted by the conference. The con- 
*ference then voted to indefinitely post- 
/pone the election of a successor to Dr. 


\Day on the Hpiscopal board, and this ac- 
ition wag taken to mean that there will 
\be no balloting for an eigtth bishop 
by this conference and that the board 
‘will remain as at present constituted. 

In resigning Bishop Day asked permis- 
sion of the conference to retire from 
Aurther attendance. The resignation came 
as a vrofound surprise to every one ex- 
cept a few friends, with whom Bishop 
Day had consulted regarding his deter- 
mination, and his statement which pre- 
eedeaq his action was listened to by the 
delegates and crowded galleries with in- 
tense interest. 

Bishop Day’s Statement. 

When Bishop Foss, who was presiding, 
asked the conference to hear a state- 
ment from Bishop-elect Day as a matter 
of personal privilege, the assembly ap- 
peared to divine that something out : of 
the usual was about to happen and im- 
mediately granted permission. Dr. Day, 
who occupied a ‘seat among the bishops 
on the platform, came to the front. of 
the speaker's stand. 

“Tt don’t believe,” said Dr. Day, “that 
any man in the conference will charge 
me with disloyalty to my conscience and 
to my God. I believe that every one 
will concede that I am actuated by hon- 
est motives and that I am fulfilling my 
@uty by taking this action. I wish to 
make it clear that there has been no 
coercion by the board of trustees of my 
university and that material considera- 
tions did not in any way enter into this 
matter. I am acting solely on the dic- 
tates of my conscience and have arrived 
at a conclusion only after two days’ of 
earnest and prayerful consideration.” 

Dr. Day then read a formal docgment, 
addressed to the general conferente ten- 
ering his resignation as bishop-elect on 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 

After thanking the conference for its 
patient consideration and hearing his 
prefatory remarks, he said in part: 

“When I came to this genera] confer- 
ence I was tol4 by some of my friends 
I would be voted for and positively elect- 
ed as a member of the Episcopal board. 
I determined to keep my mind open on 
the subject, and at no time reached a 
conclusion as to my duty in the matter 
until after third ballot. I then felt at 
Uberty to withdraw my name and did so. 
In apite of this my friends kept my 
name before the conference and when on 
Saturday morning a most unhappy in- 
eldent occurred, I was astonished to see 
yotes going to me. I wished then again 
to make public withdrawal of my name, 
but was earnestly besought by my friends 
not to do so. Since my election I have 
thought of nothing but my duty to the 
e@hurch. 


“T am not influenced by material con- 
a@iderations. There are new feagtors in 
my problem. I must return to the work 
ef Christian education. I do not feel 
. myself called to take up the work of a 
bishop. I hereby tender my resignation 
of the office of bishop and ask the con- 

Gdence of this general conference.” 

Murmur of Surprise. 

- here was a murmur of surprise among 
the delegates, which was stlilled in a mo- 
ment by the voice of Dr. J. M. Buckley, 
geeking recognition of the chair. Dr. 
Buckley began by reading the last para- 
graph in a gtatemene made to the con- 
ference by Mr. Day last Saturday con- 
cerning a newspaper article which had 
to do with an alleged altercation between 
Dr. Day and Professor Alex Haddie, as 
follows: 

“T stand upon those principles today. 
But if I did not, after having given you 
this incident, after having appealed to 
your kindness, and your fairness, I am 
not capable of permitting you to vote 
‘for me for the Episcopal office. I most 
certainly would not have one by the 
remotest hint or thought feel that I 
would use any such incfdent as this to 
promote myself to that high office.”’ 

Dr. Buckley stated that he had had 
mo conversation with Dr. Day until Sat- 
urday evening and then had endeavored 
in eyery way to induce him to ahandon 
his determination to resign. Dr. Buckley 
then quoted a paragraph of the discipline 
to ehow Dr. Day was not resigning the 
office of bishop, but only the eligibility 
to that office. He moved that Dr. Day's 
resignation be accepted. The question 
was put without debate and was carried 
unanimously. 

Dr. Buckley thereupon moved that the 
eonference proceed to ballot for a bishop 
to take the place of Dr. Day. 

Dr. Wright moved as a substitute for 
@this motion that the future election of 
general superintendents be indefinitely 
postponed. This was carried almost 
unanimously. The vote for three mis- 
@ionary bishops was reported today as 
follows:

WARIS DECLARED. 
ON DIVORCE EVIL 


‘Strong Report Is Made to 
Northern Presbyterians 


Ministers Are Warned To Be Very 
Careful in Performing Marriage 
Ceremony for Persons Who 
Have Been Divorced. 

Text of Report. 


Buffalo, N. ¥., May 23.—At the general 
assembly of the Presbyterian church of 
the Uniteg States today the specia] com- 
mittee on marriage and divorce made 
its report and suymitted the following 
recommendations for the consideration 
and action of the general assembly; 

“The genera] assembly again enjoins 
all ministers under its care and author- 
ity to refuse to perform the marriage 
ceremony in the cases of divorced per- 
sons, except as such persons have been 
divorced upon grounds and for causes 
recognized as scriptural in the standards 
of our church. Recognizing the comity 
which should exist between Christian 
churches and believing that it would be 
desirable and tend to the increase of a 
spirit of Christian unity, we earnestly 
advise all the ministers under the care 
and authority of this general -assembly 
to refuse to unite in marriage any per- 
sons or person whose marriages such 
ministers have good reason to believe is 
forbidden by the law of the church in 
which guch person or persons seeking 
to be married may hold membership. The 
appeal and address to the, inter-church 
conference is hereby indorsed by the 
genera] assembly and commended to the 
consideration of al eur ministers and 
congregations. The atated clerk is in- 
structed. to issue it yn such: form anda 
to such extent as may/ seem desirable and 
expedient, and it is requested that it be 
read by pastors from their pulpits on 
some appropriate Sabbath. The stated 
clerk is directed to call the special at- 
tention of presbyteries to the action of 
the general assembly with tne view to se- 
curing the enforcement of existing laws 
and obedience to the injunctions of the 
general assembly. The committee on 
marriage and divorce is continued and in- 
structed to cooperate with the representa- 
tives of other churches in endeavoring 
toe obtain such,-ecclesiastical unity and 


{such state or national legislation as may 


shield both church and state from im- 
pending perils.”’ 

| "The committee. is working with com- 
mitteeg of thirteen other denominations, 
all of which form the inter-church con- 


ference on marriage and divorce which 


recently issued an appeal to the Christian 
public. 

The report on commissions for freed- 
men makes the following recommenda- 
tions: 

The appointment of Dr. Henry MoCiel- 
land as field secretary. 

That the assembly expresses its ap- 
probation of the work of the women aux- 
{liaries. 

That it authorize the expenditure of 
$300,000 in the work of the coming year, 

That al] doctors whose terms expire this 
year be reelected. 

The report was adopted. 

Telegrams were received and read amid 
the greatest.enthusiasm from the assem- 
biles of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church at Dallas and tne Presbyterian 
church in the United states at Mobile, 
rejoicing in the probable union of all 
three bodies. 

The United Presbyterians. 

Greenville, Pa., May 23.—The forty- 
first annual meeting of the United Pres- 
byterian gé@nhera] ussembly of North 
America will convene in the First United 
Presbyterian church next Wednesday and 
the session will contimue for one week. 

The meeting promises to be one of the 
most interesting the body has held since 
the organ question was decided. Many 
important questions of vital Interest to 
the church will be acted on, and indi- 
cations are that there will be a division 
on several of the most important. Action 
on the adoption of the new member- 
Ship covenant is expected to bring forth 
the greatest diseussion that has occu- 
Pied the body for many years. The mat- 
ter of an advance movement in foreign 
missionary fields will bring forth a well 
worked out plan, which, if adopted, will 
be the greatest missionary movement 
exploited by any church in years. It is 
no less than the sending of five hundred 
new missionaries tn. ftoreign fields. 

Another question will be the union of 
the United Presbyterian church with the 
Associated Reform church of the south. 
The only objection to this union likely to 
arige is the historic attitude of the church 
on the slavery question. This may prove 
a stumbling biock. In addition to a 
thorough discussion of the church educa. 
tional institutions, the question of the 
election of college pastors in addition to 
the president’s will come up for ac- 
tion. 

Methodist Protestants. 

Washington, May 23.—President Roose- 
velt today extended an invitation to the 
Methodist Protestant conference, through 
Representative Adamson, of Georgia, to 
be received at the white house Tuesday 
afternoon. The invitation was accepted. 
President Tagg announced the commit- 
tees who are to give individual consid- 
eration to legislative matters to come 
before the session. A special committee 
of fifteen was authorized to deal with 
the question of church union. 

The cooperafion of the conference was 
asked in a mc sement for an expression 
from all Protestant denomiyvations on the 
question of remarriagé after divorce. 
This request fs contained in a communi- 
cation from the general assembly of the 
United Presoyterian church. It was re- 
ferred to a committee on moral reform. 

Asserting thax the reading of the Bible 
in the family was a custom of the past, 
that its study in the Sunday schoo) was 
perfunctory and that it was used for no 
purpose in religious colleges, the Rey 
Dr. J. E. Gilbert, natfona] secretary of 
the Society of Religious Education in Bi- 
ble Literature, secureq the intérest of 
the conference to the extent of the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to 
consider the plan of the society.

The Cumberland Presbyterians.

The day was taken up with 
the report of various committees, the 
majority of which were fully discussed. 
The report of the committee on frater- 
nity and church union has been made a 
special order for Tuesday.

Upon the reassembling of the assem- 
bly for the afternoon session the first 
business was the submission of the re.

respondence, which was adopted. 

The committee on Dilla and overtures 
made a partial report on bills and over- 
tures submitted to them, which was 
adopted. Most of the overtures relate 
to the construction of the laws of the as- 
sembly. In answer to the overtures of 
the Pine Bluff presbytery, asking the as- 
sembly to enjoin the committee of pub- 
lication from printing in Catechisms and 
other Sunday school literature what is 
commonly called the Apostles’ Creed, the 
committee reported that such request be 
denied.

FRANCES DONE. 
WITH VATICAN 


Breaking off of Diplomatic Re- 
lations Is Complete 


Papal Nuncio at Paris Makes State- 
ment in Regard to the Trouble. 
Bignificant A@&peech Made 
to the Clergy by M. 

~ Qeubet, 


Paris, May 23.—M, Nissard, the former 
ambassador of France to the holy see, 
arrived here today and conferred with 
Foreign Minister Delcasse relative to the 
closed negotiations with the papal secre- 
tary of stato, Cardinal Merry de] Val. 

It is announced that the ambassador 
Was recalled in the full sense of the dip- 
lomatic term, the French government

having given up its first Plan to give 
him indefinite leave of absence. The 
rupture ig further emphasized by the 
determination of France to withdraw M. 
DeNavenne, its minister at the vatican. 
When the rupture was first decided upon 
it Was the Intention to continue M. De- 
Navenne at Rome as charge d'affaires 
for the purpose of transacting routine 
business. M. DeNavenne is now here on 
leave and it has been decided he shal! not 
return to take up his dutfes as minister. 
This leaves M. Sartiges with the rank 
of second secretary to carry on the rou- 
tine business of the vatican embassy. It 
is understood that public statements of M. 
DeNavenne apparently defending the vat- 
ican’s course have contributed to the de- 
cision that he shall not return. 

Papal Nuncio Monsignor Lorenzelli gave 
out an explanation today of his statement 
that he would not leave because “Rome 
had no taste for replying to provoca- 
tions.””’ The latter expression was con- 
strued as likely to give further offense 
to the French government and ag leading 
to another diplomatic incident. Monsig- 
nor Lorenzelli therefore explains that the 
word “provocation” did not refer to the 
action of the French government, which 
had a perfect right t@ withdraw its am- 
basSador, but to the provocations of 
French newspapers in suggesting his re- 
eall.’”’ 

President Loubet made a significant 
speech today in connection with the holi- 
day at Arras. The bishop of Arras wel- 
comed M. Loubet as the representative 
of the union of church and State. In 
replying M. Lowbet said: ‘Your refer- 
enve to the union of church and state ap- 
peals to a condition which the govern- 
ment heartily desires and which the 
president of the republic welcomes. Your 
action and that of your clergy can be 
particularly effective in the realization 
of this satisfactory condition, for I see 
therein an assurance of peace for our 
country and greatness for the republic.”

NEW FACES WILL 
BE AT CONVENTION 


Parties: Who Have Returned to 
tie Ranks, 


Interesting Gossip About the Ala- 
bama State Convention, Which 
Meets Tomorrow—Will the 
Delegation Be In- 
structed? 


Montgomery, Ala., May 23.—(Special.)— 
The meeting of the Alabama democratic 
convention here Wednesday will attract 
to the city some of the most prominent 
men of the state. Most of the office 
holders, including several of the con- 
gressmen, will be on hand, and a large 
number of new faces will be seen among 
those who will take part. Four delegates 
will be chosen from the state at large 
and two from each congressional dis- 
trict to the national democratic conven- 
tion, as well as presidential electors. 

So far no intimation has been given 
as to who will be the officers of the con- 
vention, though there is talk that Hon. 
Richard H. Clarke, of Mobile, will serve 
as permanent chairman. It has_ also 
been intimated by some that. this honor 
will fall to Hon. Robert J. Lowe, of Bir- 
mingham, While others think Colonel 
John B. Knox may be called upon to 
Go the presiding act. It does not seem 
to be a matter of great importance who 
occupies the chair, for the reason that 
so far as can be learned there is little 
prospect for any kind of a contest. 

Urges Instruction. 

Up to Saturday there had been no 
public expression from any man of note 
favoring an instructed delegation to the 
national convention. This morning, how- 
ever, Captain W. A. Handley, of Roa- 
noke, publishes a card in The Montgom- 
ery Advertiser, strongly urging an in- 
He thinks this plan 
would eliminate the possibility of a great 
deal of trouble, though he does not say 
in just what thjs trouble may consist. 
He also says that at the beginning of 
the campaign he was for an uninstructed 
delegation, but has changed his mind, 
refraining from making public, however, 
his reasons for a change of heart. The 
closing paragraph of his letter would 
seem to indicate that he is very much 
interested, its language being as follows: 

“We must make no mistake, and I feei, 
if I have any influence with our people 
and our party, that it is my duty to 
urge the convention, which. meets’ in 
Montgomery on the 25th, to instruct for 
Parker.”’ 

The last etete convention of the 
democracy of Alabama was held in 1900 
to nominate caddidates to a constitutional 
convention and to inaugurate a .cam- 
paign for such a convention. The last 
convention to name state officers was in 
1900, at which the late Governor Sanford 
was nominated. This was presided over 
by Hon. W. P. Pinckard, of Jefferson, 
as temporary chairman, and Hon. Frank 
S. White, of the same county, as perma- 
nent presiding officer. Since the state 
Officers have been named by primary. 

Obtainable information and current 
speculation all tend and looks like Par- 
ker and to the prospect of an uninstructed 
delegation. It seems pretty well es- 
tablished that the state is in line for 
Judge Parker, but those who look care- 
fully into the matter are of the opinion 
that there should be no “‘strimgs” tied to 
the gentlemen who will go to the ex- 
position city on July 6, to speak for Ala- 
bama fn the selection of a standard bear- 
er to pit against the occupant of the 
white house, who seems to have it all cut 
and dried to go back again. In an in- 
terview in The Constitution a few days 
ago Acting Governor Cunningham said 
that he was for an unhampered delega- 
tion, which might take part in the se- 
lection of a man who can win. That, 
he thinks, fs the main thing to keep in 
mind. The ‘@emiocracy needs a winner 
and it is not the time to have any qulb- 
bling or controversy over mere itndi- 
viduals. 

Hearst Influence. 
The Hearst influence has not been 


made especially manifest up to this time. 
Some weeks ago Hon. J. Thomas Heflin, 
congressman-elect in the fifth district, 
and Former Cosgressman Jesse Stallings, 
known in Montgomery as “Our Jess,” 
made a swing around the state, ostensi- 
bly ‘“‘to prevent the old Cleveland fol- 
lowing’ from getting hold of the party 
machinery, but supposed by many to be 
in the interest of the New York pub- 
lisher, but since then little has been 
heard of such talk. It is known that 


'Mr. Hearst has hfg eyes upon the Ala- 


bama delegation, and would be glad to 
hear the first call on the national con- 
vention roll sound out “twenty-two for 
Hearst,” but he has not been taken se- 
riously. 

Some time ago it was rumored that 
Mr. Hearst had made overtures to Cap- 
tain Hobson, and many thought the 


‘young naval hero might be tnaiuced tu 


espouse his cause, but it is learned, on 
good authority, that such an arrange- 
ment was turned down by the captain, 
who is, many believe, in favor of Juage 
Parker. 

Returned to Fold. 

Some faces long strangers to state con- 
ventions of the democracy will be ‘full 
scholars’ at the meeting here on Wednes- 
day. These will include a number of 
men who ran away from the party house- 
hold by two ways, one after the popu- 
lists and the other simply on.the political 
outside, without anchor, because _ the 
marty espoused principles to which they 
would not accede.

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That the Louisville and Nashville rall- 
road has carefully and shrewdly planned 
to make its way into Atlanta and to 
eonnect with its allied lines, principaliy 
the Georgia railroad, which it leases in 
spite of any obstacles which might pre- 
sent themselves now or in the future, 
there seems to be no doubt in railroad 
circles. 

“What does the securing of options on 
a quarter of a million dollars worth of 
real estate beyond West End mean?”

But 
since that has been done developments 
have seemed slow. The Louisville and 
Nashville got into a tangle with the 
city regarding its use of the city prop- 
erty it had purchased, and that tangle 
has never been finally unraveled, though 
there is little doubt that it will be, and 
the road will get what it wants, even 
though it .may have to pay a good price 
for it. 
Big Problem Solved. 

The purchase of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern -put the Louisville 
and Nashville through from Cincinnati 
to Marietta. The next question was 
cow to get into Atlanta, and not only 
to get here, but to get all tt wanted 
here. The cont of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and - Lauis by the Lou- 
isville and Nashville made the problem 
comparatively easy for the next seven- 
teen years, because during that period 
it can use the tracks of the Western

Atlantic tracks be lost to it. ° 

It appears therefore that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville has secured or ar-

The Atlanta and West Point now has 
no depot or shep and yard facilities in 
the city, and it has been suggested that 
this property. would bée used in part by 
that road. The situation among these 
roads is quite a cOmplex one. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the Louisville and 
Nashville is cOntrolled by the Atlantic 
Coast Line, this system being the king 
Then the 
Louisville. and Nashville owns a con- 
trolling interest in the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, and also leases 
the Georgia railroad, through which it 
controls a half interest in the Atlanta 
and West Point. Thus these two roads 
have important interests in common, 

In addition to the foregoing the Louls- 
ville and Nashville has a well established 
traffic arrangement with the Seaboard 
Air Line, particularly between Biriming- 
ham and Atlanta, and it is understood 
to be the purpose of this*system to go 
extensively into the business of coal car- 
rying both from the Tennessee coal 
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fields and those of Alabama. Through 
Atianta and its connection with the 
Georgia railroad, the Louisville and 
Nashville thus secures an outlet to the sea 
coast, The souisville and Nashville will 
thus add enormously to its traffic, and 
the effect, it is said, will be to give 
Atlanta lower rates on coal than she now 
enjoys. 
Other Extensive Options. 

But while the Louisville and Nashville 
has made its way into Atlanta even 
independently of the Western and At- 
lantic, the road has not been idle at 
other points. It has secured large and 
extensive options on rights of way in 
the northern part of the state looking 
to connecting lines between fhe Western 
and Atlantic and the Atlanta, Knoxville 
and Northern. One of these options con- 
templates a line from Dalton, from a 
connection with the Alabama Great 
Southern to Wetmore, Tenn., on the 
line of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern. The other contemplates a 
connection from Cartersville which is 
reached by the Seaboard Air Line from 


! Birminghom to Jasper on the Atlanta, 


Knoxville and Northern. According to 
speculation in railroad circles here, it 
seems most probable that the latter line 
will be the one to be built, because of 
the intimate relations between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Seaboard. It 
may be, however, that it will be decided 
to put in both of these connecting links, 
thus establishing an intimate connection 
between the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Western and Atlanta, with which it 
will be intimately associated, at least, 
for the next seventeen years. 

That there are important changes 
contemplated in the railroad map for 
which the Louisville and Nashville is 
&oing to be responsible, there is cer- 
tainly no doubt. And it is the general 
belief that they will be carried out 
according to the programme here out- 
lined. The Louisville and Nashville sees 
tremendous possibilities in coming into 
this section, and it has not hesitated to 
spend enormotis sums of money in order 
to realize upon them. What it means 
tor Atlanta can only be Surmised; it 
means a step in cOmmercial progress the 
results of which can Scarcely be esti- 
mated.

New 


Railroad Putting In 
Track in. Order To 
Handle Crop. 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)— 
For the past five weeks the Central of 
Georsia Rallway Company has been 
working about seventy-five hands put- 
ting in new side tracks here, preparatory 
to handling the enormous peach crop 
which is now an assured asset for the 
growers this season. For several years 
past during the rush of the peach busi- 
ness, trainae have been very much con- 
gested at this point op account of the 
crowded condition of the tracks, some- 
times causing even delay in the passenger 
trains and unnecessary amount of shift- 
ing and consequent slight delay in 
freight, by reasOn of the exceedingly. 
heavy business done here. 

About four years ago several new side 
tracks were put in, but these have been 
found insufficient for. the economical 
handling of the business, and after the 
improvements now being made have been 
completed, Fort Valley will have one of 
the best. equipped freight yards in mid- 
dle Georgia. 

The Central authorities are also erect- 
ing a large coal chute for the purpose of 
supplying with coal the many 
gines which it will be necessary to hold 
here during the peach season, and at the 
same time this will be made one of the 
regular coaling stations for all engines 
going in and out this place. 

During the construction of one of the 
new side tracks, it was found necessarv 
to run into the yards of one of Fort 
Valley’s principal manufacturing enter- 
prises, Martin’s iron foundry, and some 
considerable damage was done to quite 
a number of patterns, and one or two 
smal! outbuildings were torn down. S. 
T. Neil, the owner, and A. 8S. Martin, the 
lessee of the property, have since made 
investigations into the rights of the rail- 
road to seize their property without “n0- 
tice or warning, and a few days ago an 
injunction was gotten out against the 
road to prevent it making any further 
encroachments which had been marked 
out and were contemplated by the road. 
The parties are mutually investigating 
the matter and it is probable some un- 
derstanding will be arrived at satisfac- 
tory to. both concerned, and the rights 
of the respective parties definitely de- 
termined. The main question seemed to 


hinge upon whether the ralroad had a> 
75-foot right of way and if it is found that | 


such is not the case, the adjoining prop- 
erty owners will. be entitled to com- 


pensation for the damage done and the | 


land used. At any rate, the work in 
other parte of the yard is rapldly going 


on and will be completed in time¢or the | 


handling of the fruit for this season. 
A large number of laborers from Flor- 
fda are coming tn dafly for the purpose 


of securing work in the peach orchards | 


and within the next two weeks the popu- 
lation of Fort Valley will probably be 
increased by 1,000 or 1,500 people. The 
owners of the large orchards are mak- 
ing inquiries around to find out how 
many of the young girls and young ladies 
are desirous of packing peaches this 
season and givime*all of them an oppor- 
tunity to make from $| to $2 per day, 
depending upon whether they pack over 
a certain ‘number per day, the $! per 
day being guaranteed to all. During the 
peach season everybody feels like they 
must go to work, and the amount of 
money in circulation after it is all over 
is sufficient to attract a herd of travel- 
ing solicitors who are out seeking the 
coin. 


CITIZENS ENTER PROTEST. 


Prominent North Atlantans Declare 
Council Acted Too Hastily 
Yesterday. 

A number of residents of north Atlanta 
who live in the limits of the territory 
which ft is proposed to annex to Atlanta at 


the time Piedmont park {s purchased held 
a meeting last night at the residence of 
Captain F. N. Farley, on Peachtree, and 
decided to enter a protest against the ac- 
tion of council in deciding to annex north 
Atlanta. 

A committee was appointed by the 
meeting to make public the position of 
those residents of north Atlanta who 
oppose annexation at this time. The 
members of the committee were: 

Captain F. M. Farley, chairman, Alex 
C. King, R. Lee Walker, F. E. Ellis, 
John W. Owens, Captain J. J. Burke and 
A. J. Ormé. 

It is declared by the committee that the 
action of citizens in agreeing to the an- 
nexation at a conference yesterday was 
not the unanimous wish of north Atlanta. 
It is stated that the citizens of north 
Atlanta did not have fair and sufficient 
notice of the conference and of the fact 
that council proposed passing a resolu- 
tion providing for the immediate annexa- 
tion of north Atlanta, 

In speaking of the matter, Alex King 
said: 

‘This action of council does not rep- 
resent the wishes of the residents of 
the territory affected. We were per- 
fectly agreeable with the plan outlined 
by The Constitution in its leading edi- 
torial of Sunday morning, but we do 
protest against immediate annexation. 

‘We do not wish to be understood as 
opposing the purchase of the park by 
the city. As a matter of fact we favor 
the proposition, but not by reuson of 
any benefit we will derive from ft. 
We do nots«need the park. We have 
large yards, plenty of shade trees 
large houses, and the only possible way 
the park can affect us will be to cause 
the street cars we use to be overcrowd- 
ed. It is foolish to demand our annex- 
ation on the basis that the park will 
benefit us. 

“Council, in Qur opinion, took snap 
judgment on the proposition, which is 
really two propositions, neither having 
the slightest connection with the other. 
We were not properly notified of the 
proposed action, and wish to enter a 
protest. 

“The city of Atlanta and the resi- 
dents of this territory entered into what 
was considered by both parties as an 
agreement. The plan was for North 
Atlanta to be annexed, along with 
other suburbs in 1909. and it is the city 
that has broken this agreement.”

IN MANCHURIA 


Large Porlion in the Hands 
of Americans 


During Last Year a Remarkable Ex- 
pansion Was Noted—Product of 
the Chinese Hand Looms 
Was the Strongest 
Competitor. 


Washington, May 23.—A long and in- 
teresting report upon American trade ir 
Manchuria has just been received at the 
#tate department from United States Con- 
#ul General Henry B. Miller, at Niu- 
chwang, China. 

Mr. Miller says it is a mistake to at- 
tribute the growth of Manchuria trade to 
the building of the Russian railway, as 
the bulk of the produce is hauled in carts 
which compete with the railroads in a 
haul of 400 miles or more. “It is errone- 
®©us to think that the United States has 
@ monopoly of the Manchurian trade or 
that there is no successful competitor,” 
gays the consul, “‘As there are four ac- 
tive sourccs of competition, each striving 
for a stronghold on the trade, and the 
contest is so ciose that the variations in 
the value between gold and silver have @ 
determining influence thereon.’’ The prod- 
uct of the hand looms of China, known 
as nankeens, made from the yarns pro- 
duced in the various 
China from both native and foreign cot- 
ton, is the strongest competitor. 

Mr. Miller adds that the growth in the 
trade of United States cotton goods in 
Manchuria represents: the greatest ¢x- 
pansion of United States trade in the 
Orient and the year 1903 proves to have 
been the iargest in its history. There is

Zhomas Clyde Says That the Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine Can Only 
Be Restored to Prosperity 
by Aid of the Gov- 
ernment. 


New York, May 23.—The merchant 
marine @ommittee, authorized\ by the 
fifty-eighth congress to consider and 
recommend legislation for the develop- 
ment of the American merchant marine, 
began its first session here today. Secre- 
tary Jacob H. Gallinger, of New Hamp- 
shire, ig chairman of the committee, 
which is composed of members of both 
branches of congress. Invitations had 
been sent to the chief ship owners and 
builders of this port to marine engineers 
and even to the sailor before the mast to 
appear before the committee. 

Senator Gallinger in opening the inquity 


pointed out that more than 90 per cent}. 


of the forelgn commerce of thig country 
is being carried in foreign ships and 
said that the committee would be for- 
tunate if the discussion here and else- 
where sheds much light on the subject as 
will] enable it to rarpommend to congress 
legislation of a remedial character. 

Thomas Clyde, of the Clyde line, the 
first witness called, strongly advocated 
ship subsidy. After deep study of the 
problem he was convinced that this was 
the best plan to be pursued. He presented 
a chart showing the standing of the chief 
maritime . nations of the world. The 
Inited States stands at the bottom. All 


the nations, he sald, have given aid of 
. 


gome sort to natura] conditions. 

Mr. Clyde said the United States must 
pay te builders the difference in cost 
of building and also enough to enable 
to operate the ships on account of the 
much higher rates paid sailors under the 
American flag. Such ships should be re- 
stricted to the foreign trade as coastwise 
trade needs no subsidy. 

C. B. Orcutt, president of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Cowpany, told the 
commission that ships can be built in 
England for 75 per cent leas than they 
can be built here. 

The cause of this difference, he asserted, 
war that 75 per cent more is paid for 
labor In the yards of the United State? 
than in Great Britain and at the same 
time there is 40 per cent in cost of ma- 
terial in favor of the English builders. He 
said the protective tariff was responsible 
for the difference in cost of material. In 
a later statement, however, he corrected 
his estimaté to from 40 to 50 per cent. 

Mr. Orcutt said that while a few battle 
ships hag been built in American yards 
for foreign countries, he was of the opin- 
fon that they were not built at a profit. 
Hie knew that American builders madé 
tenders to both Russia and Jain, “but 
although the bids were almost down to 
cost, they were rejected absolutely as too

ge ed Parsons, secretary of the Sea- 
men’s Union, told the commission that 
more than 600 barges and 167 lives were 
lost in 1903 in the lakes and along the 
Atlantic coast.

IS UNIQUE ONE 
Form 8 r Daughter-in-Law 


Sued. for Recovery of 
Property. 


The case of Mrs, Mary Van Dyke 
against her former daughter in law, Mrs, 
Alice M. Van Dyke, now on trial before 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin, is one of the most 
peculiar matters of the kind ever brought 
to the courts of Fulton county for a 


decision. 
Mrs. Van Dyke, Sr., has three suits 


pending against Mrs. Van Dyke, Jr., in- 


volving is the aggregate amount $10,000 
or $12,000 in West End real estate and 
money. Mrs. Van Dyke, the daughter In 
law, is contending that this property was 
given to her outright, and that now her 
former mother in law fs seekisg to re- 
eover these gifts merely as an aftermath 
of the recent divorce litigation in which 
the younger Mrs. Van Dyke was victo- 
ous. 

geese mother in law, on the other hand, 
contends equally as strongly that she 
never intended giving the property to her 
erstwhile daughter in law, but instead 
of that wished to and thought she was 
making her son a present of it. 

One peculiar feature of the suits i!s 
that on their ultimate decision acypends 
the $75 a month alimony awarded to 
Mrs. Alice Van Dyke by the jury which 
granted her petition for divorce. In the 
event she wins all three of the suits 
prought against her she cannot claim ints 
alimony. If, however, she loses any one 
of the three suits the award of alimony 
is to stand. 

The property involved in the suit now 
on trial is a house and lot at No, 272 
Lee street. in West End. This property 
is worth $6,000 to $7,000. Another suit 
is for the recovery of property imme- 
diately adjoining this, which was deeded 
to Mrs. Alice M. Van Dyke by her broth- 
er in law, the late Howard Van Dyke. 
Mra. Mary Van Dyke is suing for this 
land as heir of the grantor. The third and 
last suit is for $1,440 In cash. which, it 
is alleged, was lo2ned to Earl Van Dyke 
to pay assess aMPs on bank stocks pe- 
longing to his wife, Mra. Ali¢e Van 
Dyke. It was the money realized by 
the sale of this bank stock, it is said, 
which was used in building the residence, 
a handgome brick structure, on the prem- 
ises at 272 Lee street. 

The affairs of Earl Van Dyke and his 
former wife, Mrs. Alice Van Dyke, have 
appeared in part in the public prists, and 
save as they throw light on the trans- 
actions involved in the three suits now 
pending in the superfor court, need not 
be gone over again just now. 

History of the Case. 

Suffice it to say that at the time the 
Van Dykes came to Atlanta from the 
state of Minnesota some ten years ago, 
Earl Van Dyke and hts wife were «us 
nappy as the majority of married peo- 
ple, and Mrs. Van Dyke, their mother, 
was quite fond of her danghter in law, 
and fond also of her grandson, who I» 
now some sixteen years of age. 

According to witnesses who have testi!- 
fied in the case now on triaf, Mrs. Van 
Dyke, 8r,, wished to give her son ard 
jaughter. certain valuable property, 
which, it was her hope, they would keep 
zo that in the end her grandson would 
reap the benefit from the gift. 

“But she said her son spent everything 
he had,’ said one witness yesterday, 
“and she decided to give the property to 
her daughter in law. ‘Alice keeps what 
she has,’ said Mrs. Van Dyke.” 

So at that time occurred the transfer 
of the lot at 272 Lee street. This Mrs. 
Alice Van Dyke alleges was a pure gift, 
made without any string to it whatso- 
ever. Mrs. Mary Van Dyke, however, 
declares that she made out and signed 
the deeds without Inserting the name of 
any grantee, but intending to place on 
the papers as grantee the name of her 
husband. She contends furthermore that 
she gave no one at all the right to place 
the name of a grantee in the deeds. 

Earl Van Dyke alleges that he believ- 
ed his mother to have given him the right 
to name the grantee, and that he had 
inserted in the deeds the name of the 
woman who at the time was his wife, 
Mrs. Alice Van Dyke. 

At any fate, Mrs. Alice Van Dyke took 
money realized from the sale of her own 
property and built on the land concern- 
ed a pretty brick residence, costing 
something over $5,000. Time went by, 
however, and all was not as sunshiny in 
this home as: ‘t might have been. Mat- 
ters grew worse and in the summer of 
1902 Mrs. Alice Van Dyke filed a suit 
for divorce against her husband, Earl 
Van Dyke, and a' few months afterwards, 
that is in the fall of the same year, Mrs, 
Van Dyke, Sr., filed her stit against the 
complainant in the divorce proceedings. 

Secured Alimony. 

In her original petition Mrs. Alice Van 
Dyke had not asked for alimony, but 
when her mother in law filed suit against 
her for the recovery of the Lee street 
property she supplemented hbér suit by a 
request for alimony. When the case was 
decided in favor of Mrs. Van Dyke re- 
cently the jury awarded her $75 alimony, 
but made this conditional on her losing 
at least one ‘of the three suits filed 
against her by her mother in law. 

In the first of these three cases the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Mary Van Dyke, is repre- 
sented by W. W. Haden and R. QO. 
Lovett, and Mrs. Alice Van Dyke, the de- 
fendant, is represented by Culberson, 
Willingham & Johnson. There are a 
large number of witnesses yet to be ex- 
amined, and the case will consume all 
today at the least.

Bearish crop advices from the northwest 
had much to do with the increased de- 
pression pervading the pit near the close. 
The market closed weak near the bot-

May ranged between 97%@99%<, 
closing at 98c. Clearances equaled 17,500 
bushels. The amount on passage in- 
creased 328,000 bushels, and the visible 
supply decreased 3,927,00 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts were 337,000 bushels, 
against 435,600 a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported 235 cars, 
against 129 last_week and 313 a year 
ago.

WITH AN UPTURN 


By End of First Hour There Was an 
-Abrapt Halt. 


AND A SUDDEN RELAPSE 


In the Final Dealings Prices Sagged 
Off on Offerings by Disappointed 
' Holders, and the Closing 
Was Easy and Dull. 


New York, May 23.—Wall street start- 
ed the new week with a continuation of 
the brisk upward movement which start- 
ed Saturday as a result of relief over 
the turn in the tide of the seemingly 


}endless extension of the already huge 


loan expansion, but the end of the first 
hour there was an abrupt halt in the 
rising movement of prices and a sudden 
relapse into the recent semi-stagnation. 
The dashed speculative spirit was due 
to the realization of some heavy require- 
ments still ahead of the money market, 
which might have necessitated last 
week’s loan contraction and also to the 
back ground of a general busfnesgs con- 
traction going on in the country and 
newly confirmed by the usual weekly 
summaries of conditions. The time 
money market was fYreported slightly 
easier in tone, but actual rates were not 
quotably changed. The call] loan rate re- 
lapsed to I! per cent. The offerings of 
the Cuban loan in this market is to be 
taken account of in the money market 
vutlook. From Paris came rumors of a 
project for a further Russian loan of 
$50,000,000, which, however, had no con- 
tirmation. Reports of an intention on the 
part of the attorney general tq@ begin 
proceedings against the local combination 
made an additional jtem. The threatened 
spread of labor troubles beyond the Long 
Island sound carrying trade was a de- 
pressing influence. The edge was taken 
off the demand in this way and prices 
made practically no progress after the 
first hour, during which more than half 
the day’s total business was done. In the 
final dealings, prices sagged off on offer- 
ings by disappointed holderg and the clos- 
ing was easy and dull.

August ran from 
13.30 to 12.15 last week and it is not 
at all impossible to have that option run 
back 3$-4c this week. We would confine 
our attentions to the new crop. On such 
breaks as we had this morning—20 points 
in October—cotton can be bought. Oc- 
tober arOund !0 3-4c is not dear. It will 
take very bearish conditions to carry 
prices down much below 10 3-4 or’ 10%c 
for some weeks to come. 
WHEAT—Light receipts here and re- 
ports of big cash sales in Minneapolis 
started the market off strong, although 
the world’s shipments were larger than 
expected and there was some increage on 
Ocean passage. Outside buying orders 
were notable for their absence, and the 
trade was largely professional. There 
was a large decrease in the visible and 
talk of big cash sales again today in 
the northwest, but cash business was 
slow here and prices worked off on real- 
izing, the bull element being somewhat 
disappointed over the market’s action, 
We hear from good sources that receipts 
of spring and winter wheat will increase 
and in view of the present high levels 
we think there is enough in the situation 
to warrant sales whenever sharp ad- 
vances materialize. 
CORN—The receipts here were over 
the estimate and promise to work larger 
with offerings more free from IIlinols and 
Nebraska, while the sample market was 
heavy and Ic to 2c lower with only a 
fair demand. There was good outside 
selling of the futures, but. there was cov- 
ering of shorts by a prominent loeal op- 
erator who is going abroad, and consider- 
able buying of July by a commission 
house. While the market closed strang 
the buying hardly appears to be what 
might be called good, ana on hard spots 
we would favor sales 
OATS—Sample lots were heavy and lc 
lower with operations in the futures 
rather light and largely of a scalping 
character. The undertone was strong, 
however, and should wheat advance this 
cereal would undoubtedly follow. 
PROVISIONS were quite weak early in 
sympathy with declines in hogs. Ship- 
ments of product were in excess of last 
week, but to a large extent on consign- 
ment. Stocks are accumulating here and 
the cash trade is dull. All of the Cud- 
ahys were buyers of the product and this 
induced covering by local shorts. The 
closing was strong, but we can see noth- 
ing in the situation to warrant purchases, 
TOCKS—There was a continuation of 
buying by shorts today. This made an 
attactive opportunity for the pools to 
mark up their specialties, and the re- 
sult was a strong market. Amalgamated 
was taken on the advance, and the 
stock acts as if it would sell higher be- 
fore the declaration of the next dividend. 
Rumors continue to circulate that a set- 
tlement with Heinz is imminent. The 
buying of Brooklyn Rapid Transit was 
largely by houses indentified with the 
previous advance in this stock. There 
was a little more cOmmission house busi- 
ness, with the buying and selling about 
equally divided. Atchison was particu- 
larly strong, and should the upward 
movemet continue this stock will give 
a good account of itself. The day’s bus- 
iness, as far as volume wag concerned, 
was extremely disappointing. The im- 
portant quantity—the public—was not In 
evidence, and there as no evidences of 
the public becoming. interested in the 
market to any considerable extent for 
the present.
